State excise taxes on cig- 
arets Neb raskans smoke and 
the b eer they drink go up 
33'ti% on Ap ril 1, the Legisla­ 
ture decreed Wednesday. 
Passed with thump ing ma­ 
jorities were a p air of Terry 
Carp enter-originated tax in­ 
crease b ills, together p roduc­ 
ing an estimated $7 million 
in new rev enue during the 
1965-67 b iennium. 
Under terms o f the cignret 
tax increase measure, LB2 I, 
all o f the anticipated |6 mil­ 
lio n it will pro v ide In addi­ 
tio nal cash is earmarked fo r 
co mpleting the statewide edu­ 
catio nal telev isio n (ETV) net­ 
wo rk, dev elo ping state an d 
city parks and pav ing ro ads 
to recreatio nal areas. 
The first two b eneficiaries 
will get ab out 12.1 million 
each with the remaining $1.8 
million due for the recreation 
al area roads. 
Eight senators—firm to the 
last in their op p osition to the 
controv ersial earmarking of 
rev enues—v oted against LB26.

LB2 6 raises the specific 
sales tax o n cigarets fro m 
6 cents to 8 cents per pack­ 
age. LB2 7 jumps the ex die 
against beer fro m $ cents ta I 
cents per gallo n. 
All 49 senators sup p orted 
LB27 on final reading. 
Sales t a x e s on b oth com­ 
modities were increased b y 
the 1963 Legislature, too — 
from 4 to 6 cents p er p ack in 
the case of cigarets, from 4 
to 6 cents p er gallon on b eer 
Biggest So Far 
Unless the 1965 Legislature 
enacts a general income o r 
sales tax, the cigaret tax is 
the b iggest new rev enue meas­ 
ure senators wUl handle this 
session. 
Normally, all cigaret 
tax 
money goes into the gener­ 
al fund, from which the b ulk 
of state gov ernmental activ i­ 
ties are financed. 
The cigaret tax rates o nly 
belo w the pro perty tax m tke 
largest single so urce o f gen 
eral fund cash. 
The earmarking, howev er 
will deny the general fund 
any of the cigaret tax in 
crease until July 1, 1967. 
And it may ev en reduce the 
sum p resentely going into the 
general fund b ecause cigare 
wholesalers are now allowed 
a p rop ortionately greater dis­ 
count take. 
To date the Legislature has 
v oted three major excise tax 
increases—on cigarets, b ^ 
and p ari-mutuel b etting. 
Total estimated rev enue 
in t h e neighb orhood of $8. 
million, with only $2.3 million 
to the general fund.

15th and O. 
For examp le, a Lincoln res­ 
idence with a market v alue of 
$15,000 would hav e an as­ 
sessed v aluation of a b o u t 
$5,250 and the yearly tax in­ 
crease for a b uilding at 10th 
and J would b e slightly ov er 
$7.50 yearly or 63 cents p er 
month. 
On a b uilding at 15th and 
0, the yearly tax increase on 
a $15,000 market v alue resi­ 
dence would b e slightly ov er 
^.iO yearly or 83 cents p er 
month.

would b e $154,000, or .60 of a 
mill. 
For the 15th and 0 location, 
Mallon estimated the annual 
p rincip al and interest costs at 
$470,000, of which the city’s 
costs would b e $235,000, or a 
1.08 mill, while the county’s 
cost also would b e $235,000, or 
a .90 of a mill.

Frank Morrison told 
memb ers of the hosp ital sub ­ 
committee of the House Vet­ 
erans Affairs Committee that 
closing the Lincoln hosp ital 
did not make “moral sense.’’ 
He said “I don’t think we 
should make a distinction b e­ 
tween our commitments to 
foreign nations and our com­ 
mitments to our ow n v eter­ 
ans. 
“We made a commitment to 
South Vietnam and we are 
keep ing it. We made a com­ 
mitment to our v eterans and 
we are v iolating it. 1 say it 
does not make moral sense 
to discriminate against the 
v eterans in rural Neb raska 
and keep our commitments 
to a v eteran in Los Angeles 
b ecause he liv es in a city.” 
The Gov ernor charged that 
the Veterans Administration 
distorted the facts ab out the 
Lincoln hosp ital. 
Untrue Figures 
He said “I am v ery op ­ 
p osed to b ureaucracy using

false and untrue figures, 
would not tolerate this in my 
state agencies and it should 
not b e tolerated in the federal 
gov ernment.” 
Both the Gov ernor and Rep . 
Clair Callan, D-Neb ., p ro­ 
tested a p lanned action of the 
General Serv ices Administra- 
t i on (GSA). The Gov ernor 
said the GSA had p lanned to 
send a task force last Mon­ 
day to Lincoln to study alter­ 
nate u s e s for the Veterans 
Administration Hosp ital. Con­ 
gressman C a l l a n p rotested 
that this action was ill-timed 
in v iew of the fact that the 
h e a r i n g s to p resent argu­ 
ments to sav e the hosp ital 
was scheduled for Wednes­ 
day. The GSA cancelled its 
p lan to send the task force af­ 
ter the Congressman made 
his p rotest. 
Sen. Carl Curtis told the 
sub committee “We hop e the 
v eterans of this country will 
hav e this Issue decided b y 
someone e l e c t e d to office. 
The Congress will not close 
t he s e hosp itals b ecause it 
should not b e done. 
Curtis said it is the law of 
the land that the Veterans 
Administration ho s p i t a l s 
scheduled f o r closing remain 
in op eration until May 1. 
“The b ureaucracy has ar­ 
rogantly flaunted this law,” 
he said, referring to cutb acks 
in op erations at the Lincoln 
and other VA hosp itals in ad­ 
v ance ov er the May 1 date. 
Callan said VA’s statement 
that the Lincoln hosp ital’s 
costs were higher p er-p atient- 
day than other VA hosp itals 
“is true b ut also misleading.”

Gas Tax 
KiU Mo v e 
In Wo rks?

A mov e was under way in 
the loegislature 
Wednesday

gasoline tax. 
The measure, LB25, the 
scheduled for final reading 
Thursday.

Fern Orme—a com- 
Miiinication which reportcdiy 
TP.scrted a "substantial ques­ 
tion" ex ists as to 
Sen. Orme has not rev ealed 
the letter’s contents. She said 
she prefers to wait for a for­ 
mal opinion from the attor­ 
ney -general. 
J ohnson’s 
comments 
also 
contradicted assurances Board 
of Regents President Val Pet­ 
erson gav e newsmen about 
the legality of the 
rev enue 
bond v enture when 
it was 
first publicly rev ealed. 
I'ttder LB8 26 —which 
th e 
Budget Committee is holding 
—the Univ ersity would issue 
rev enue bonds, pledging re­ 
pay ment from part of the an­ 
ticipated tuition income for 
the nex t 25 to 30 y ears. 
Hie Regeo ti co nld either 
raise tu itio n rates to co v er the 
needed cash o r, as Is thclr 
preferred step, ask the Leg­ 
islatu re fo r an ex tra appro - 
IHiatio n fro m tax fu nds. 


The essentia] legal question 
Is whether a plan such as is 
drawn in LB8 26 would v iolate 
Nebraska’s constitutional pro­ 
hibition against state debt In 
ex cess of $100.000. 
Through LB8 26 , the Univ er­ 
sity would like to issue 120- 
I2Í million in rev enue bonds, 
almost entirely for downtown 
L i n c ol n campus improv e­ 
ments. 
J ohnson sketched to eeiw- 
tors a possible route the Uni­ 
cameral might follow 
In test­ 
ing the plan. 
He said LB8 26 could be 
rapidly enacted into law. Then 
the Rcgcnt.s would issue rev - 
gcnue bonds which, question­ 
ing the legality of the situ- 
tion. State Auditor Ray C. 
J ohnson would refuse to reg- 
i.ster. 
After .lohnson’s presumed 
refusal, the Regents

Mononucleosis Puzzles

a

dose of the disease. 
Immunity Likely 
Sometimes 
mononucleosis 
is called the kissing disease 
because some people think 
that it is spread by kissing, 
but other doctors have their 
doubts. They will point out 
that sometimes a baby as 
young as four months old will

A very helpful test in mak­ 
ing the diagnosis is the one 
for the presence of “heter­ 
ophil antibody” in the blood. 
This test nearly always shows 
up positive within two weeks 
after the onset of the disease.

today, because

can resemble the “flu,” or 
any one of a number of dis- 
ea.ses,»'the physician can easi­ 
ly be deceived into diagnosing 
either a cold or some serious 
illness. 
In one b oip ital wh ere 244 
p atlen ti were found to have 
in fection i mon on ucleosis, only 
were ad mitted with the 
correct d iagn osis. 
Usually it is a rather mild 
disease, but still it can make 
a youngster very miserable 


cur in one in 10 of the pa­ 
tients. 
Most physicians feel that 
there is no known cure for the 
disease. But a University of 
Arizona doctor writes t h a t 
when he treated 111 students 
with cortisone or a cortisone­ 
like drug, he could usually 
get the youngsters out of bed 
in a couple of days, and aft­ 
er ten days, back at work. 
Fortunately, almost all pa­ 
tients with the disease get 
well.
